PREFACE. .. 




The original publication of the late Mr. Bifliop's 
poetical compofitlons, was a tribute of refpeft 
juftly due to the memory of a man of uncommon 
endowments 5 whofe fmgular modefty, and zealous 
attention to the duties of his ftation, had always 
prevented him from giving his writings to the worid 
himfelf, although he had corrected many of them 
with confiderable care. The firft edition, in two 
volumes quarto, was printed in a fplendid manner 
to gratify his particular friends, and do juftice 
to the fubfcribers; and it was confequently Ibid 
for two guineas, a larger fum than many per- 
Ibns might willingly or conveniently fpare. The 
reputation which the work has eftabliflied with 
the public, and the inquiries repeatedly made 
for a cheaper edition, have occafioned the

appearance of tliefe little volumes ; ^(^hichy it is 
prefumed} are publiihed at a lower price, than any 
books of equal elegance, in order that they may 
obtain a more general circulation, and may be alfo 
an eafy purchafe to all thofe of Mr. Bifhop's former 
pupils, who are defirous of pofTefling fuch a memo- 
rial of their efteemed preceptor. To reduce the 
volumes to the prefent fize, it has been necefTary to 
make a feledion ; which I have done according 
to my bed judgement, — omitting only, the Latin 
poems— two or three odes— a few trifles relating 
to the author's friends— and fuch of the epigrams, 
and verfes fpoken at the fchool, as feemed of leafl 
general intereft; — and retaining all thofe, which 
have been univerfally admired. The memoirs, 
prefixed to the former edition, are not inferted 
in this : they would have confiderably increafed 
the bulk and coft of the book ; and all, that ap- 
pears material for the reader to know, may be 
comprifed in a few lines. 
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Mr. Bifhop was born in London in 1731 ; was 
entered at Merchant-Taylors' School in 17439 SLnd 
elected fcholar of St. John's College, Oxford, in 
1750, and fellow of that fociety in 1753. After 
taking prieft's orders, and the degree of A.M. 
he returned to Merchant- Taylors*, to beconie 
junior mafter, in 1758 : and— gradually rifing to be 
head-mafter, in 1783, — he continued at the fchool 
till the time of his deceafe. It would be difficult to 
conceive any perfbn's life lefs diveriified than his ; 
— paiFed in the regular routine of his duty ; and 
oeither marked by any fignal misfortune, nor dif- 
tingulfhed by any eminent fuccefs. His conftitu* 
tion was not naturally ilrong, and he was affli^ed 
with an hereditary gout j— his employment too 
was laborious and painful; — and he could not 
avoid fometlmes feeling that he had not obtained 
that encouragement and reward, which the dedr- 
cation of his befl powers to the fervice of the public 
appeared to deferve. But thefb mortifications were 
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more than compenfated by yarious comforts, fuch 
as few perfons have enjoyed* He poflefled many 
iincere friends ; in the number of whom was the 
Biihop of Bangor, through whofe interefl he was 
prefented to the living of Ditton in Kent by the 
Earl of Aylesford :^he was beloved by his pupils ; 
and highly efteemed by the Merchant-Taylors' 
Company ; who, as a proof of their particular 
regard, gave him the living of St. Martin Outwich 
in London, never before held together with the 
fchool: — and he was peculiarly happy in an 
imion with a moil amiable woman ; whofe excel- 
lendes he never ceafed to value, nor omitted to 
praife. — By this lady he had one daughter, " a liv- 
« ing likenefs of her father."— He died in SuflPolk 
Lane in November 1 795 ; and lies buried in the 
redor's vault at St. Martin Outwich. If the reader 
fhould defire farther information, I mufl refer him 
to the before- mentioned memoirs, in which I have 
attempted a faint outline of the chara<5ler of the 
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author ; an office which I conceived devolved Upon 
mep as the friend to whom his genius and his vir^ 
tues were mod intimatelj known. 

To the merits of Mr. Bifhop, as a moral, religious^ 
and exemplary man, the unanimous voice of all 
thofe, who were ever acquainted with him, has 
borne abundant tellimony : and the opinion which 
I prefumed to o£Fer of his poetical talents, I have 
had the fatisfa«ftion to hear confirmed, not only by 
the fuffrage of the public, but by the decided ap- 
probation of the beft judges. 

Several of the Reviewers have alfo Q)oken in the 
moft favorable terms of his works ; and the ftric- 
tures made by others, are fo futile and inconfiftent, 
as to be undeferving of notice. The only obje^ion 
of any force relates to the ftrudlure of the author's 
verfe, and the fuppofed negle<a of melody in his 
meafure. I had thought it ncce/Tary to remark^ 
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in the introdudion to the firft edition, that *^ ex- 
** preffion, rather than harmony *, was his objed s'* 
and this I faid from a perfed knowledge of his 
particular fentiments. That foft-toned, gently- 
iwellingy and melifluous modulation of founds 
whidi our late poets have introduced upon every 

* A critici to whofe judgement I am difpofed to pay much 
deference, has obfervcd, that " he would have faid — melodyy 
** rather than barmonyy In ftrift propriety of fpeech melody 
may perhaps be the preferable term ; but the ufe of *' har- 
" mony** and ** harmonious," in the fenfe in which I have 
employed thofe wordfe, is fanftioned by the pra£Hce of our bell 
writers. Lord Karnes, I believe, was the firft perfon, who 
marked a difHn£tion between melody and harmony, as appli- 
cable to the rythm of verfe; and I mud own, that his autho- 
rity has with me no great weight. I (hould not however have 
added this note, had i not conceived, that the term ^ harmony" 
prefents to the mind the idea of " juft proportion of founds," 
from the loweft — to the higheft, from the moft foft — to the 
moft ftrong ; that " melody ,**^ on the contrary, feems to imply 
the " concord of f%ueet foundi** only ; and that therefore the ge- 
neral ufe of the latter word, fince the time of Lord Karnes, 
may have contributed, like many of his critical remarks, Xq 
render Englifh verfification more and more monotonous.

occafion, he thought deftro^ive of all fpirit and 
energj, — languid, — wearifonie, — and difgufting.

Whether Mr. Bifliop thought his pradice jvftified 
by the authoiitj of fuch great namesy <»- whether 
be had fi>micd his own plan of veriificationy it is 
certain that the Hcences which he has taken, were 
almoft always the refult of dcfign, not the effisft 
of negligence. In feveral of his correded copies, 
the laft alterations occafion the very irregularities 
in qaeftion : and when fome of his poems were 
pobliflied without his concorcence in the periodicsd 
works of the day» the printers, by the help of 
apoftrophe, eliiion, and even the fubftitution of 
•one word for another f, generally cootriying to 
reduce the lines to the ufoal number of feet 
or fyllables, he would fay, that they had 
ipoiled them. Indeed it is certainly an errone- 
«ous fuppoiition, that our heroic verfe (and the

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remark is equally applicable to all Englifh metre) 
is limited to any fixed number of fyllables» or 
confined to any certain arrangement of quan- 
tities : admitting different kinds of feet, it va- 
ries from ten to tliirteen, (bmetimes even fourteen^ 
fyUables : and this diverfity is fo far from offend- 
ing, that it always relieves, and often delights, the 
ear. In general the vowels omitted in writing 
▼erfe, are given with great propriety in the J^ak^ 
ing *• No reader of the lead tafte ever drops the 

* Any of the following lines would be deteftable, iSprommced 
as confiding of only ten fyllables :— - 

With many a weary ftep, and many a gr^ui. 
Up to the fiery concave towering high. 
And the fiirill founds ran echoing through the wood.

It is unnecellary to enumerate inftances, which mufl; frequently 
occur to every reader's notice. Surely the real numbers of

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letter ftruck out by an eliikuii nor does even tte 
apofirophe conilantly remove a fyllable finmn the 
pronunciation* Our modem critics and oar mo^ 
dem poets do not feem to conceive the reHcf whidi 
a varied rythm occafionally afiords to die fpeaker, 
nor the ammated and pleafing ezpreffion, or evetf 
the full and harmonious founds which sLj^ood speaker 
can give to lines apparently defedive in their 
modulation; but which by contraft and ibrce^ 
prevent monotony* and increafe the i^irit of t}ie 
whole compoCtion. 

This fubjed of Englifli verfification a^ars not 
to have been yet thoroughly inveftigated ; but I 
have neither ability nor inclination to purfue the 
inquiry ; though it would afibrd room for ample 
difcuflSon. It is fufEcient for my puzpofe that 
Mr. Biihop's pradice is not unprecedented ; and 
that our mod efteemed poets will be found fre- 
quently to have taken thofe licences which arQ cott^ 
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dexnned in him,— to have " employed trifyllables 
** and quadrifyllables ♦/'—to have ufed words 
<* too long for their, places, and which will not 
*' bear flxortening,"— and to have ** dropped a 
** lyllable,** or rather, to have added one or more, 
which the reader cannot drop^ but mull of neceffity 
pronounce. This variety in movement often im- 
proves even the harmony, no lefs than the ex- 
preiHon : and if not, what is gained in force is 
more than a compenfation for what may be loft 
in melody* The juft union of thefe two qualities 
certainly conftitutes the perfedion of verie- The 
doubt then, which may yet occur, is, how far 
Mr. Biihop's poetical works podefs both thofe qua- 
lities ? ExprefEon they do pofiefs in a great degree ; 

• When Dryden fpeaks of modern metre as conftituted of 
didyllables, he mt^m feet of two fyllables ;r->when Lord Karnes 
mentions diflyllables as peculiarly adapted to the compofition 
of EngiiOi T^rfe, he means ittordt of two fyllables ;— a material 
difierence ; which I do not recoiled to have ever feen noticed 
l»y any of our critical writers.

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and of harmony as much perhaps as is confiftent 
with the nature of the fubjedts, and the fportive 
turn of the author's thoughts. ** The foftly fweet- 
flowing Lydian meafure'' would ill fuit bis compo* 
iitk>ns> abounding in fudden burfts of wit, intended 
to exhslarate--^not to " lull and foothe — the mind'^ , 
Plaintive or fentimental poetry, and whaterer 
awakens tender feelings, may delight in a gentle, 
and melodious modulation ; and all that roufes the 
more powerful emotions, or the more vehemenc 
paffions, may demand a rythm, occafionally fully 
fonorous, and lengthened, fometimes rapid and 
abrupt; but lig^it, humorous, fatirical, and per- 
haps didactic, poems, feem to require numbers 
varying, and lively,— rather than fmooth, and 
harmonious. 

The refult of my own careful obfervatioq of 
my friend's verfification is, that it is peculiarly 
adapted to the fprightlinefs of his ideas; and though . 
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lefs fweet than ftrong^ * yet being, never langaid 
oor monotonouay it generally fatis£es at once bot)i 
the ear and the underftanding* If the reader 
will take the trouble to fubftitutet not in one line 
only, but in different infl:ances> words of fewer 
fyllables and a more regular meafure, in the place 
of thofe employed by Mn Bifhop, and obferve 
tlie confequent diminution In eSoA ; or if, after 
having perufed any production of our modem 
melodious verfifiers, he will turn to one of the 
Following pages, and confult his own feelings; — 
ie will then perhaps be the better able to appre- 
:iate jnftly the excellence of a modulation, diverfi- 
ied, forcible, and aptly expreffive; which often 
eems almoft infeparably united with the fentiment 
vhich it was defigned to convey* 

tfut however this queftion refpefting the author's 
ythm may be determined, (and it is for the 
ulEc to decide !) I am perfuaded that as long as
